Cyprus fight rages 
after Turk invasion 


Episcopal women rebel 


NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP) - Bloody 


fighting raged today in Cyprus on the 
first day of a massive Turkish invasion 
by sea and air. 
•Turkish jets bombed and strafed 
much of the strategic Mediterranean 
island, including the capital, Nicosia, 
and the area between Nicosia and Ky- 
renia, a resort town on the north coast. 


Airborne troops made at least four 


drops on the island, three in and 
around the capital, which is 10 miles 
inland from Kyrenia. Fires burned in 
Nicosia. 


Greece declared a general mobiliza- 


tion and moved troops toward its bor- 
der with Turkey, raising the possibility 
of a direct clash between the North At- 
lantic Treaty Organization allies. 


Turkey's semiofficial news agency 


Anatolia reported today that Greek air- 
craft headed toward Cyprus had been 
intercepted by Turkish fighters near 
the Greek island of Rhodes. 


The agency did not say whether any 


planes were shot down. There was no 
official confirmation of the Anatolia re- 
port. 


Rhodes is about 250 miles west of 


Cyprus. 


United Nations peace-keeping forces 


that have been on Cyprus for 10 years 
were reported trying to arrange cease- 
fires in some areas. A British forces ra- 
dio report said fighting had been halted 
for 3'/2 hours in the Limassol area of 
southern Cyprus while convoys evac- 
uated foreign nationals from Limassol 
to a nearby British base. 


Turkish F4 Phantom fighterbombers 


hit a mental hospital in Nicosia, killing 
at least 20 persons and wounding 60, an 
Associated Press photographer re- 
ported. 


Cyprus Radio, controlled by the mili- 


tary-backed government that toppled 
the regime of Archbishop Makarios on 
Monday, reported that six Turkish 
planes had been shot down. 


At the request of Greece, the U.N. 


Security Council was summoned into 
urgent session in New York to take up 
the invasion. 


The Turkish attack early today was 


six days after the coup, which revived 
fears by Turkish Cypriots of annexation 
by Greece.

ATHENS, Greece (AP) — Greece de- 


clared a general mobilization of its 
forces today and Greek troops were 
moving into front-line positions along 
the Evros River between Greece and 
Turkey. 


The troops had been on alert since 


the crisis in Cyprus erupted on Mon- 
day. The Greek supreme command was 
in emergency session today to direct 
military efforts. 


"Turkey acted at 5:45 a.m., or 3:45 


a.m. Greenwich Mean Time, in viola- 
tion of standing agreements, its allied 
commitments, and 
landed military 


forces on Cyprus," a Greek govern- 
ment statement said. 


"This act is a blatant violation of in- 


ternational agreements governing 
Cyprus, threatens international peace 
and comprises a coup on Turkey's part, 
which endangers vital Greek inter- 
ests." 
"Greece denounces these illegal Tur- 


kish acts and declares it will defend 
with all its strength its legal rights and 
national interests, wherever it judges 
that these are being threatened by ille- 
gal and expansionary Turkish acts." 


"In view of the created situation, 


general mobilization has been or- 
dered." 


News of the Turkish invasion had al- 


ready circulated throughout the Greek 
capital, prompting a rush on grocery 
stores for the purchase of provisions. 


Shops and offices were closing down 


and employers ordered their workers 
to go home. 


Reserve officers rushed to police sta- 


tions to report for duty. 


Banks throughout Greece were or- 


dered closed in order to ward off a run 
by depositors. 


the worst at the airport and near a 
Greek Cypriot camp. 


Residents huddled in stairwells, 


basements and other parts of their 
homes seeking shelter from the fight- 
ing. Many held radios to their ears, 
trying to learn what was happening. 


In a broadcast six hours after the 


start of the invasion, Ecevit declared: 


"The Turkish government did .not re- 


sort to armed action before all the 
other means were tried, but to no 
avail." 


He said that under treaties, "Turkey 


is co-guarantor of the independence 
and constitutional order of Cyprus. 
Turkey is fulfilling her legal responsi- 
bility by taking this action ..." 


Nikos Sampson, the Greek Cypriot 


installed as president in the coup that 
ousted Makarios, broadcast to the Tur- 
kish community: "Your leadership is 
betraying you. In order to cover up its 
internal weaknesses it is leading you 
into a grave adventure, from which you 
would be the losers." 


In Washington, military officials said 


seven Soviet divisions had been alerted 
in western and southern Russia in an 
apparent show of support for the Tur- 
kish side. 


Pentagon spokesman Jerry Fried- 


heim said elements of the 6th Fleet 
"will approach closer to Cyprus in or- 
der to enhance our capability to evac- 
uate U.S. citizens, should that contin- 
gency arise." 


As the fighting raged, there were 


these developments: 


—The North Atlantic Treaty Organi- 


zation met in emergency session this 
morning in Brussels on the Cyprus con- 
flict. Both Greece and Turkey are 
members. 


—In Athens, the Greek Supreme Mil- 


itary Command went into emergency 
session to decide whether to go to war 
against Turkey. 


—The U.S. 6th Fleet was ordered to 


move closer to the coast of Cyprus to 
evacuate U.S. citizens if necessary. 


—British Royal Air Force units were 


alerted to evacuate 25,000 British na- 
tionals in Cyprus. 


—In Washington, the Turkish Em- 


bassy issued a communique saying the 
purpose of the-military action "is to get 
the intercommunal talks to start as 
rapidly as possible in order to restore 
the situation prior to the coup and the 
legitimate order." 


The fighting was reported especially 


heavy between Turkish Cypriot and 
Greek Cypriot forces. 


The rebel Greek-controlled Cyprus 


Radio claimed three Turkish planes 
had been shot down. 


An Associated Press photographer 


who witnessed the bomb hits by Tur- 
kish planes on the mental hospital said 
one of the Phantom jets was downed by 
antiaircraft fire. 


On the north coast, Turkish invasion 


troops stormed ashore outside tourist 
hotels lining the picturesque area just 
west of Kyrenia. An armada of war- 
ships and landing craft lay offshore 
while Turkish jets screamed in over- 
head to bomb bridges, roads and artil- 
lery positions. The Turks received only 
token resistance there. 


Civilian cars, ambulances and 


trucks of Nicosia's Turkish Cypriot 
community rushed out to pick up para- 
troopers. 


"This makes me tremendously 


happy," one Turkish paratrooper said. 


"We have been suffering for a num- 


ber of years. We've really been longing 
for this day. pur troops are not here to 
take over this land or to invade the 
Greek quarters. We are here just to 
look after the welfare of the Turkish 
community." 


The military picture on Cyprus en- 


compassed five separate elements: 


—The invading Turkish forces, num- 


bers not announced. 


—The Turkish army contingent of 650 


men regularly based in Cyprus. 


—The Greek army contingent based 


on the island, believed to number 1,250 
men. 


—Greek Cypriot forces including the 


10,000-strong national guard and the 
1,200-member tactical police. 


—Turkish Cypriot forces. 
Turkish Skyhawk planes were seen 


bombing parts of the Greek sector of 
Nicosia which shook under the explod- 
ing bombs. 


The rebel Greek-controlled Cyprus 


Radio claimed three Turkish planes 
had been shot down in the fighting. It 
said Greek forces were fighting 
"courageously." 


There was sporadic firing along the 


so-called Green Line that divides the 
Greek and Turkish sections of the city. 


The Turkish sea landing was at Ky- 


renia on the northern coast of the Medi- 
terranean island, 45 miles south of Tur- 
key. Fighting broke out in Kyrenia and 
Turkish vessels were shelling the 
shore. Greek Cypriot troops fired at 
Turkish helicopters overhead. 


Greece and Turkey form the eastern 


edge of the North Atlantic Treaty Orga- 
nization. They nearly came to blows in 
1963 and 1967 over Cyprus. 


Cyprus Radio, controlled by the new 


pro-Greek military government, or- 
dered all loyal soldiers to report to 
their units. The radio said:

It would be the first time for priestly orders to be conferred 


on women in the 3.1-million member denomination. 


The irregular ceremony was scheduled July 29 in 


Philadelphia's Church of the Advocate. 


What ecclesiastical disciplines might be invoked as 


countermeasures were uncertain. The planners contended 


church canons do not specifically prohibit women priests, 
although practice and interpretations have done so. 


"There probably will be those who question the procedure, 


but there are no grounds at all for questioning the validity of 
the ordinations," said Bishop Robert L. Dewitt, of 
Philadelphia, who has resigned as head of that diocese. 


The other two bishops involved are both retired but still 


have the power to ordain. They are Bishop Edward Randolph 
Welles, former bishop of western Missouri, now of Manset, 
Maine; and Bishop Daniel Corrigan of Denver, Colo., former 
head of the church's national domestic missions office. 


The church's presiding bishop. John Maury Allin, who 


assumed the office only last June, was on vacation and could 
not be reached for comment regarding the matter. 


The women scheduled to be ordained already are all 


deacons, the first step toward the priesthood. They range in 
age from 27 to 79.

Nixon temporarily 
halted ITT probe 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
President 


Nixon temporarily halted an antitrust 
action against ITT in 1971 by telling 
then Deputy Atty. Gen. Richard G. 
Meindienst to "stay the hell out of it," 
according to a presidential transcript 
made public by the House Judicary 
Committee. 


Asst. Atty. Gen. Richard L. 


McLaren's aggressive antitrust policies 
made Nixon so furious that the Presi- 
dent told Kleindienst on April 19, 1971: 


"...I want something clearly under- 


stood, and if it is not understood, 
McLaren's — is to be out \vithin an 
hour. 


"The IT&T thing — stay the hell out 


of it. Is that clear?" 


"I don't know whether ITT is bad, 


good or indifferent," the President 
went on. "There is not going to be any 
more antitrust actions as long as I am 
in this chair." 


Evidence gathered by the Judiciary 


staff and released Friday generally 
supports the President's contention 
that he knew nothing of the ITT pledge 
to help support the 1972 Republican Na- 
tional Convention. The President is 
shown to have consistently argued 
against filing antitrust suits against 
conglomerates just because of their 
size. 


Kleindienst pleaded guilty to a mis- 


demeanor charge for refusing to testify 
fully about the same conversation be- 
fore a Senate committee considering 
his nomination to be attorney general. 


Nixon had been accused of agreeing 


to settle a series of antitrust suits 
against International Telephone & Tele- 
graph Corp. out of court because of a 
pledge by an ITT subsidiary to help un- 
derwrite the cost of holding the 1972 
Republican National Convention in San 
Dego." The convention was moved to 


Miami Beach after the pledge became 
known publicly. 


The April 19 transcript covers a 


meeting between Nixon, former presi- 
dential aide John D. Ehrlichman and 
then-Director of the Office of Manage- 
ment and Budget George P. Shultz, and 
a telephone call between Nixon and 
Meindienst. 


In the call, the President 
told 


Kleindienst he hoped McLaren would 
resign — "I'd rather have him out any- 
way. I don't like the son-of-a bitch." 


Hanging up, Nixon turned to Ehrlich- 


man and Shultz and said McLaren is 
"not going to be a judge either. He is 
out of the god damn government."

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WASHINGTON (AP) - An apparent 


discrepancy in dates in a White House 
transcript brought renewed complaints 
from members of the House Judiciary 
Committee today that they have not 
been given the whole Watergate story 
in their impeachment inquiry. 


The partial transcript, presented by 


White House lawyer James St. Clair as 
part of a March 22, 1973, conversation 
between President Nixon and his for- 
mer chief of staff, H. R. Haldeman, ap- 
pears to refer to an event that took 
place on March 23. 


St. Clair offered it Thursday as a 


last-minute piece of evidence intended 
to show Nixon did not know or approve 
of hush money payments to Watergate 
burglar Howard Hunt. 


In the 2'/2 page excerpt provided by 


St. Clair, President Nixon, commenting 
about either Hunt or G. Gordon Liddy 
in connection with the Watergate 
break-in, said "the judge gave him 35 
years." 


But neither Hunt nor Liddy were sen- 


tenced by U.S. District Judge John J. 
Sirica until the following day. 


Committee members, starting a sec- 


ond day of closed-door briefings on im- 
peachment evidence by Special Counsel 
John Doar, appeared to be taken by 
surprise by the development, but many 
were quick to react. 


"That figures," said Rep. George 


Danielson, D-Calif. "That is just part 
of the pattern that has been going on. 
The coverup has not ended." 


Rep. Hamilton Fish, R-N.Y., said un- 


til St. Clair offers an explanation he 
should be given the benefit of doubt 
that it might be an error. 


"But if, in fact, knowingly and on 


purpose we were given false evidence, I 
think that is a very serious matter," 
Fish said. 


Rep. Jerome Waldie, D-Calif. said 


the discrepancy is open to two inter- 
pretations: "Either the President has 
some divine knowledge that he has 
never shared with us, or he lied." 


The White House has declined com- 


ment, other than to say "the transcript 
speaks for itself." 


Neither Doar or Chairman Peter Ro- 


dino, D-N.J., would comment, either. 


Doar has presented the committee 


with a set of proposed articles of im- 
peachment and what some members 
described as a strong case to support 
it. He developed it further in another 
briefing intended to prepare the mem- 
bers for their fateful debate next week 
on whether to recommend Nixon's im- 
peachment. 


Dear's analysis today was expected 


to center on charges of illegal intelli- 
gence gathering, misuse of government 
agencies, tax fraud and contempt of 
Congress. 
Articles of impeachment 


were part of the package he submitted 
Friday. 


More discussions and a presentation 


of arguments against impeachment by 
the minority staff are scheduled for 
early next week and on Wednesday the 
committee will begin its fateful delib- 
erations, with the possibility of a vote 
on whether to recommend impeach- 
ment by next Saturday. The committee 
sessions are expected to be televised. 


Any recommendation by the com- 


mittee will go to the full House, which 
would decide whether to impeach 
Nixon. If the majority votes impeach- 
ment, the charges would then go to 
trial in the Senate, with a two-thirds 
vote needed for conviction and removal 
from office. 


In his opening presentation Friday, 


Dear dropped the role of the impartial 
investigator presenting facts without 
conclusions and laid down what most 
Democrats described as a strong case 
for impeachment on the basis of Water- 
gate alone. 


His performance produced an angry 


response from Nixon's press secretary, 
Ronald L. Ziegler, who said Doar was 
"out of order in the extreme" in mar- 
shalling facts on the side of impeach- 
ment. 


Several Republican committee mem- 


bers said they thought Doar did a good 
job in pulling together a case from the 
mass of material before the committee. 


"I think it was a fair time for him to 


tell us how he thinks," said Rep. Cal- 
dwell Butler, RVa., one of the uncom- 
mitted Republicans. "He has been very 
restrained up until now and I think he 
was fair today." 


Rep. David Dennis, R-Ind., a staunch 


Nixon defender, said while Doar's pre- 
sentation was pro-impeachment, "I 
thought he did it very well." 
In a 306-page summary of the evidence, 
Doar said that Nixon decided shortly 
after the June 17, 1972 Watergate 
break-in to cover-up White House in- 
volvement. 


"There is clear and convincing evi- 


dence that the President took over in 
late March (1973) the active manage- 
ment of the cover-up," Doar charged. 


The proposed articles of impeach- 


ment join four other sets of articles 
proposed by committee members in the 
presentation. 


Under a preamble charging Nixon 


with violating "the sacred obligation of 
his constitutional oath faithfully to exe- 
cute the Office of President of the 
United States, and to the best of his 
ability preserve, protect and defend the 
Constitution," the draft lists four sub- 
ject areas: 


—Watergate, including the break-in, 


the cover-up, the payment of hush- 
money, the destruction of evidence, the 
interference with attempts to investi- 
gate it. "For all this Richard M. Nixon 
is personally and directly responsible," 
the draft article states. 


—Abuse of power, a catchall article 


covering wiretapping, the 
Ellsberg 


break-in and the use of the Internal 
Revenue Service against political 
enemies, all described as "part of a 
pattern of massive and persistent 
abuse of power for political pur- 
poses...The pattern of conduct has been 
at the direction of Richard M. Nixon 
and on his behalf, acting both person- 
ally and directly and through his per- 
sonal agents at the seat of government 
and their immediate subordinates." 


—Refusal to comply with eight com- 


mittee subpoenas requesting tapes of 
147 presidential conversations, an ac- 
tion, the draft says, that places Nixon 
"in contempt of Congress and the 
cause of constitutional government." 


—Tax evasion, an article based on 


Nixon's deduction of $576,000 from his 
income taxes for a gift of vice presiden- 
tial papers, which, says the draft, 
"constituted a fraud upon the United 
States." 


The drafts proposed by committee 


members cover much the same ground 
but add additional charges, including 
bribery, the impoundment of congres- 
sionally appropriated funds, the secret 
bombing of Cambodia, and the "dirty 
tricks" used against Democratic presi- 
dential candidates. 


United States cautious about Cyprus stand

American policymakers are playing 


their cards in the tangled Cyprus situ- 
ation with an eye to the Soviet Union as 
well as to the Greek, Turks and Cypr- 
iots themselves. 


All through the past week, before 


today's Turkish invasion of Cyprus and 
reports that the Russians have placed 
seven divisions of troops on alert, the 
United States, plagued by a quarter 
century of cold war phobias, had begun 
to appear in a most curious situation. 


In the Wonderland of diplomacy, 


things — as Alice would have put it — 
got "curiouser and curiouser." The 
Cyprus takeover by Greek-officered in- 


surgents produced a situation wherein 
the Americans seemed caught in a 
sticky web of contradictory aims. 


Officially — and commercially — the 


United States is eager for steadily bet- 
ter relations with the Soviet Union. 


Yet in the Cyprus blowup the Ameri- 


can stance was obviously dictated by 
fear of that same Soviet Union. Detente 
is one thing, but any threat to Ameri- 
can access to bases surrounding the 
U.S.S.R. or to the American position in 
the Mediterranean would be quite an- 
other. 


The North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 


tion allies in Europe are much closer 
geographically to the Soviet Union and 
logically should have more to fear in 


terms of a need for such military con- 
veniences as Greece and Cyprus could 
provide. 


But while the West European allies 


were about unanimous in damning the 
junta that toppled President Makarios, 
the United States minced apprehensi- 
vely into the situation, finding it pain- 
fully awkward. 


There can be little quarrel with the 


American effort, after the coup was an 
accomplished fact, to prevent a mili- 
tary clash between Greece and Turkey. 
Such a clash could tear asunder the 
eastern anchor of NATO. 


Still, Washington clearly was sing- 


ularly diffident about how it handled 
the Greek regime. There was no out- 


right condemnation of the Cyprus coup. 
While others protested, Washington 
pictured itself as "trying to evaluate 
the situation." 


So once again, as it had so many 


times before, the United States as the 
leading democracy in the world found 
itself stepping out of character, solic- 
itous of the sensibilities of a military 
regime, in glaring contrast with the at- 
titudes of the Western allies. 


Cyprus could provide a quick illus- 


tration of how reversible can be the de- 
tente the Russians want to call 
"irreversible" at moments when the 
chips are down. 


The Soviet Union never hesitates to 


act in the context of Soviet national in- 


terests. It cloaks its protests in right- 
eousness. But the same righteousness 
about the necessity for U.N. action 
when a nation's internal affairs are vio- 
lated didn't apply in Czechoslovakia or 
Hungary 


This week the arms forces reduction 


talks recessed; the equally unproduc- 
tive European Security Conference was 
in adjournment and there could have 
been a hot-weather break for high-pow- 
ered diplomats had not the mid-sum- 
mer storm erupted in Cyprus. 


That tended to show how deceptive 


such lulls could be and to illuminate 
the basic fragility of a detente that 
rests not on trust or treaty, but on the 
fear generated by nuclear arsenals.

John Lennon 
loses bid to 
stay in U.S. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Entertainer 


John Lennon plans to fight a govern- 
ment order to leave the United States 
by Sept. 10 or face deportation. 


The Board of Immigration Appeals 


disclosed Wednesday it has dismissed 
Lennon's petition to delay its decision 
until the conclusion of pending lawsuits 
fighting deportation. 


Lennon, a member of the now-dis- 


banded Beatles rock group, was or- 
dered out of the country last year by a 
federal immigration judge because of a 
conviction in Great Britain in 1968 for 
possession of marijuana. 


A lawyer on Lennon's defense team 


in New York said the latest ruling 
won't force Lennon out of the country 
by Sept. 10. "No way," said Steven 
Weinberg. "There's plenty of room for 
litigation." 


Weinberg said the next step will be to 


argue the case in federal district court 
where, he said, there is more hope for 
the type of precedent-setting decision 
lennon is seeking. The appeals board 
also noted that the immigration serv- 
ice's district director for New York, 
where Lennon lives, can extend the 
deadline. 


The appeals board decision was is- 


sued July 10, but not made public until 
Wednesday so Lennon's attorneys could 
be notified. 


In its unanimous ruling, the board 


said "We are not unsympathetic to the 
plight of the respondent..." 


However, it said immigration laws 


provide that an alien convicted of "any 
law or regulation relating to the illicit 
possession of or traffic in narcotic 
drugs or marijuana" may be excluded 
from the country.

After his week's ap- 
pearance, fan mail was over- 
whelmingly enthusiastic. He displayed 
a sharp, penetrating style of question- 
ing and revealed a wry sense of humor 
that wasn't evident before. 


A former reporter with Los Angeles' 


KNBC, Brokaw was given the plum 
White House correspondent beat, a po- 
sition that put him up against the 


widely popular Dan Rather, CBS's 
White House man and President 
Nixon's most visible antagonist in the 
media. 


Brokaw handled himself quite ca- 


pably and he reportedly impressed the 
higher brass at the network. 


Most of the other candidates are com- 


petent in their own right but they may 
not quite fit the bill. Edwin Newman, 
for instance, can be low key to the point 
of dullness. Monroe may be more use- 
ful to the network handling interviews 
in Washington. Kiker stands a good 
chance if he can establish the right bal- 


ance. The others may simply be too old 
for the image the network is inter- 
esting in projecting or they lack 
enough national prominence to rank 
very high in consideration. 


One network staff member said that 


the people who will make the final 
choice - NBC Board Chairman Julian 
Goodman, President Herbert Schlos- 
ser, and News President Richard Wald 
- are undecided whether or not they 
want "somebody controversial, some- 
body off beat or Mr. Nice Guy., 


McGee's successor will be chosen by

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Program delay 
disgusts Lucey 


MADISON — A spokesman for Gov.

1975 priorities are drawn 
for alcoholism, drug abuse 


The coordinating committee of the 


Unified Health Services Board of Out- 
agamie County met Friday and out- 
lined and roughed in a schedule of alco- 
holism and drug abuse priorities for 
1975. 


The group debated the major areas of 


concern and their rankings on the sec- 
ond day of a two-day workshop con- 
ducted at Fox Valley Technical Insti- 
tute. 


Items that will be of concern to the 


group, in order of importance for 
the next year, were: accountability a 
central 10-day detoxification unit; 
transportation; prevention and educa- 
tion; early case finding, inservice 
training, and school program; a resi- 
dential care facility; inpatient care: 30- 
day evaluation and Tellurian Commu- 
nity; occupational and vocational pro- 
gram; and rural services. 


The group met informally to suggest 


and discuss ideas on the drug and alco- 
holism portion of the overall plan of the 
unified health service board. 


Under accountability, it was sug- 


gested that two things be considered. A 
data bank should be available to the 
participating agencies to continuously 
update their plans and criteria should 
be set up to evaluate the quality of care 
and the progress of the programs. 


The problem of the detoxification 


unit was where it should be placed, 
with many of the opinions expressed fa- 
voring a hospital setting instead of a 
separate facility. The possibility of the 
health center as a site brougnt the re- 
sponse from Eugene Speener, health 


center director, that the center has 
problems of its own at the present with 
finances, 
staff and physical plant. 


"Don't look to us for "75," said Speener 
referring to a location for the unit. 


Transportation received some discus- 


sion which pointed out the problems of 
transporting the non-acute case of alco- 
holism . Some party is stuck with the 
bill. 


The police department often provides 


the initial transportation and the health 
center is apparently considering con- 
tracting with cab companies. 


The suggestion that possibly volun- 


teers could transport those cases from 
outlying areas brought the responses 
that that situation may open up insur- 
ance and other problems. 


Makemg teachers aware of drug 


abuse and alcoholism problems and 
possibly including them as part of the 
curriculum were proposed as a plan of 
action for the education and prevention 
portion of the program. It was sug- 
gested that because the coordinating 
committee is more in the management 
and development of matters, consulta- 
tion services could probably best be 
provided by the health center or the 
Winnebago Mental Health Institute. 


Although no residential care facility 


seems likely for 1975. the group '.consi- 
dered what type of facility would be ap- 
propriate. One suggestion was that an 
alternative to the Tellurian Commu- 
nity-type setup at Winnebago be in- 
vestigated. 


The consensus was that something 


was needed as an alternative to going 


to jail, or having 30, 60 or 90 day treat- 
ment or being thrown back out in the 
streets. 


Inpatient care ,s a big task, noted the 


members, but it is impossible to have 
an mhouse program in 1975. Chairman 
Earl Lorenz noted that the group may 
have to contract for out-of-county serv- 
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One member noted that a Tejlurian 


Community-type program was being 
considered in the Milwaukee and 
Madison areas and if one opened there, 
it would relieve the pressure on the 
Winnebago facility where there is a 
four-month waiting list. 


The drug abuse treatment facility 


also may not be needed or wanted by 
all drug abusers and it may be better 
financially to have just an area or re- 
gional facility, it was suggested. 


The training or retraining of the for- 


mer alcoholic or drug abuser came as 
the seventh priority of the group. Rob- 
ert Kading of Fox Valley Sheltered 
Workshop suggested that that agency 
or others might be able to coordinate a 
program in which workshops could 
evaluate the person's job skills and 
training and placements be made in co- 
operating industries.

BUDAPEST, Hungary (AP) -Jozsef 


Cardinal Mindszenty has become a 
nonperson in his old archdiocese of 
Esztergom, the historic and now vacant 
seat of the primates of Hungary. 


The cardinal's name was preserved on 


a marble plaque in Esztergom's new 
basilica to commemorate the 1938 
Eucharistic congress held in Hungary. 


But some time during the last several 


weeks —following the cardinal's 
removal as primate of Hungary by Pope 
Paul VI — a large confessional was 
pushed against the plaque so that the 
cardinal's name is no longer visible. An 
American who visited the domed, early 
19th century basilica three weeks ago 
said the plaque had been in clear view 
then. 


Asked why the confessional had been 


shoved in front of the plaque, an elderly 
man standing near the main alter 
shurgged his shoulders and replied, 
"Politics." 


Cardinal Mindszenty, foe of Hungary's 


Communist regime, spent eight years in 
prison and 15 years in seclusion in the 
American legation in Budapest. He was 
relieved by the Pope last February as 
part of the Vatican's drive to improve 
relations with the Soviet bloc.The 
cardinal, who has lived in the West since 
1971, 
resisted the removal and is still 


ranked at the top of the Hungarian 
regime's list of "extremist reactionary 
forces." 


According to a progovernment Church 


source in Budapest, only about 2 to 3 per 
cent of the country's practicing Roman 
Catholics "were profoundly astonished 
that the Holy Father relieved Minds- 
zenty." No poll was taken, the source 
said, but this was the impression gained 
by parish priests. 


About a quarter of Hungary's six 


million registered Catholics are con- 
sidered to be active church goers. 


The Pope's action did not cause more 


of a stir, the source said, because the 
cardinal "has not lived among the 
faithful for 25 years." 


Cardinal Mindszenty was arrested by 


Hungary's then-Stalinist regime in 1948 
and sentenced after a show trial to life 
imprisonment. He was freed during the 
Hungarian uprising in 1956 and then 
sought refuge in the American legation 
when Soviet tanks crushed the rebellion. 


In the sleepy provincial town of 


Esztergom, once one of Hungary's 
capitals, an old woman expressed no 
rancor at his removal —just relief that, 
after his years of confinement, the 
cardinal was now free in the West.

tist Convention, said he already has be- 
gun to return the money and will fulfill 
his total pledge upon his death — "I 
have consummated my pledge in my 
will. 


"The first time I preached in a 


church, the deacons took up a collec- 
tion and I was given $10," the Rev. Mr. 
Criswell recalled Tuesday. "But I gave 
it back to them and told them that I did 
not preach for money." 


The pastor of the 18,000-member con- 


gregation said at that time he did not 
know how he was going to live without 
any money, "but I had the tremendous 
feeling that I had given my life to God 
freely. 


"I feel I still want to give back to the 


church everything that it has given to 
me so that when I meet the Lord I can 
say I did all of my work freely." 


The Rev. Dr. Criswell first men- 


tioned his plan to his congregation in a 
recent Sunday sermon. 


The pastor of the world's largest 


Southern Baptist church is the first to 
acknowledge that not all of his money 
has come from his salary at First Bap- 
tist. 


The Rev. Dr. Criswell said he has re- 


ceived substantial income from the sale 
of his more than 15 books, numerous 
speaking engagements and some pri- 
vate gifts. 


He said his financial commitment to 


the church would not jeopardize the 
security and well-being of his family. 


"They are well taken care of," he 


said. 


"We loved him and felt sorry for him," 


she told a visitor who stopped to ask 
directions to the primate's palace. "Now 
we are glad he is all right." 


At the palace, a cleric told an 


American newsman that the time was 
"most inappropriate" to talu to anyone. 
He could have referred to either the 
Sunday dinner hour or the present 
delicate climate of Church-state rela- 
tions. Besides, he added, Bishop Laszlo 
Lekai, appointed as apostolic adminis- 
trator of the vacant archdiocese, was in 
Budapest celebrating Mass. 


In Budapest itself, an authoritative 


Church source who claims allegiance to 
the state was not reluctant to express his 
approval of Cardinal Mindszenty's 
removal as primate. He echoed the 
Communist party's contention that the 
Cardinal was an obstructionst with a 
"feudal and capitalistic" outlook that 
"smacked of a period 150 years ago." 


Responding to Cardinal Mindszenty's 


charges that "Hungary and Hungary's 
Church are not free." the source said. 
"Anyone who is angry says things that 
are not completely right." 


The cardinal made his allegations in 


Vienna Austria, following his removal, 
which he said was a decision "taken by 
the Hely See alone." 


The cardinal also contended that the 


Hungarian Church "is in the hands of a 
Church administration established and 
controlled by the Communist regime ... 
moreover, the regime decides on whom 
the bishops may ordain as priests." 


The Church source in Budapest 


responded, "There is no bishop in 
Hungary who would not have been 
appointed by the Pope. Naturally, there 
must be agreement between the Holy See 
and state before they an be appointed. 
Even in several Western countries there 
would be similar agreements." He 
referred to Spain as one of these 
countries. 


Asked whether someone whn is 


outspokenly anti-Communist could be. 
ordained as a priest in Hungary, the 
source said: 


"The bishops are not hostile to the 


peoples' republic and the bishops 
appoint priests who promote their 
policies." 


These bishops, he said, would not 


ordain an opponent of the Communist 
regime and would dismiss a priest in a 
major parish who publicly took an 
oppositional stance. 
• "If 10 priests were dismissed during 
the last 10 years, that would be the 
largest possible number," He said 
adding that no more than two priests 
probably were now in jail —not for 
religious practices but for "common 
crimes." 


Asked whether Hungarian churchmen 


were not sounding their own death-knell 
by supporting "a regime that avows 
atheism, the source said: 


"This is a very serious question. If the 


Church supports a regime that is 
atheistic it obviously comes into 
opposition with itself. There must be a 
clear distinction between economical 
and ideological spheres. The Church 
would not support a regime that 
ideologically is atheistic, but the Church 
can support a Socialist state that is 
building a new social order." 


The source conceded that "it is very 
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difficult to understand this situation. 
One must live here ... Then one can 
understand how this is possible." 


The same kind of dialectic is being 


engaged in by the regime of Communist 
party leader Janos Kadar to explain 
away apparent contradictions in its 
policies toward religion. 


Commenting on Cardinal Mindszenty 


in the Communist party organ Neps- 
zabadsag, Imre Miklos, chairman of the 
state Office for Church Affairs, wrote: 


"The dividing line is not between the 


religious-minded and the materialist- 
minded" —meaning the Communists - 
"but between the followers and op- 
ponents of socialism." 


Although some churches had "found 


their place in Socialist society," he said, 
this did not mean that "we believe it 
possible to reconcile conflicting 
ideologies. The tension arising from 
ideological differences and conflicts will 
remain. Peaceful coexistence can never 
lead to an interfusion of differing 
ideologies." 


Kadar, in a major speech at 


Nyiregyhaza 
late 
last 
month, 


paraphrased his famous politcal dictum 
of "he who is not against us is with us" 
and applied it to religion. 


The Communist party leader said it 


was a "matter of total indifference to us 
whether someone was a believer or 
nonbeliever .:. if he keeps with us.- he is 
our ally, if he opposes us, he will not be 
indulgent." 


The Communist party has been 


discouraging its members from attend- 
ing religious ceremonies involving 
friends or members of their families, 
such as weddings and baptism. School- 
teachers are under pressure to give up 
their religion. 


Church leaders inside Hungary are 


refraining from any criticis of the 
regime. In exile. Cardinal Mindszenty 
remains the most vehemently critical 
Hungarian churchman. 
. Although his name is obscured in 
Esztergom, it is till commemorated in 
at least one place in Hungary. Inside the 
door of a third-floor room in the 
American Embassy, now the office of 
Ambassaeor Richard F. Pedersbn, a 
small brass plaque reads: 


"Jozsef Cardinal Mindszenty lived in 


this room November 4, 1956-September 
28. 1971.

"We have been subjected to cowardly 


and unprovoked attacks. We shall give 
•them the traditional answer: 'Come 
and get us.'" 


The Turkish action raised the pros- 


pect of war between Greece and Tur- 
key. They nearly came to blows in 1963 
and 1967 over Cyprus. 


There was no immediate comment 


from Greece, but military sources in 
Athens said the armed forces command 
of northern Greece went into an urgent 
conference. Some Greek troops were 
called up for duty during the night. 


Meanwhile, U.S. military officials 


and other Washington sources said 
.seven Soviet divisions had been put on 
alert in western and southern Russia in 
an apparent show of support for the 
Turkish side in the dispute. 


Pentagon spokesman Jerry Fried- 


heim said elements of the U.S. 6th 
^Fleet in the Mediterranean "will ap- 
proach closer to Cyprus in order to en- 
hance our capability to evacuate U.S. 
citizens, should 
that contingency 


arise." He refused to say if the U.S. na- 
val units would intervene militarily. 


Turkish Premier Bulent Ecevit an- 


nounced the landing on Cyprus follow- 
ing a cabinet meeting and a two-hour 
talk with U.S. Undersecretary of State 
Joseph J. Sisco. Sisco has been in Lon- 
don, Athens and Ankara trying to head 
off any foreign intervention in Cyprus. 
N> statement was issued after Sisco's 
meeting with the Turk, and it was not 
known what peace plan, if any, he had 
proposed. 


Under a 1960 treaty, Turkey, Greece 


and Britain have the right to intervene 
in Cyprus if necessary to protect the is- 
land's independence. 
. 
With reference to that treaty, Tur- 


kish Foreign Minister Turan Gunes 
told reporters after the invasion began 
that he had advised the Greek and Brit- 
ish ambassadors that "Turkey is using 
its rightsfor intervention." 


At the United Nations, MakarioS 


pleaded on Friday before the Security 
Council for a resolution ordering 
. Greece to remove its officers from the 
island. He blamed the Greek govern- 
ment for the coup and demanded action 
..to restore "the constitutional order in 
Cyprus" under which he was elected 
president. 


The 15-nation council planned to meet 


again today at 11 a.m. Loukis Papafi- 
lippou, a representative of the new mil- 
itary government on Cyprus, was in 


-New York seeking to be heard by the 


council, but it was not known if he 
would be permitted to speak. One U.S. 
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delegate, William W. Schaufele, said 
Papafilippou should be heard, * but 
other council members consider Ma- 
karios* delegation the sole legitimate 
representative of Cyprus. 


The Greek spokesman before the 


council, Constantine P. Panayotacos, 
attacked Makarios as "an unscru- 
pulous demagogue and a great show- 
man...." He denied Greece was in- 
volved in the coup. 


The order for Turkish troops to move 


followed a series of consultations and 
military movements in Turkey. Sisco 
had arrived in the Turkish capital from 
Athens at midnight, and a few hours 
later met Ecevit in his office. Later 
Ecevit called his cabinet into session. 


About 2,300 U.N. troops are currently 


stationed on Cyprus on a 10-year-old 
mission to keep the peace between Tur- 
kish and Greek Cypriots. A high U.N. 
official, asked Friday what the force 
would do in the event of a Turkish inva- 
sion, said it was "self-evident" 
it 


couldn't "take on the Turkish army." 


In Washington, a State Department 


spokesman said Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger would meet Mon- 
day with Makarios.

DETROIT (AP) - James R. Hoffa 


says a federal judge's decision is just a 
temporary setback in his fight to re- 
gain power in the giant Teamsters 
mion. 


U.S. District Judge John H. Pratt re- 


fused on Friday to overturn a presiden- 
tial clemency restriction barring the 
former Teamsters president from re- 
turning to union office before 1980. 


Hoffa planned to run for the presi- 


dency of his old Detroit Local 299 in No- 
vember and then to challenge Team- 
sters President Frank E. Fitzsimmons 
for leadership of the 2.2-million mem- 
ber union in 1976. 


Hoffa said after Pratt's decision was 


announced in Washington that he 
would "expedite an appeal" of the deci- 
sion. 


He said he hoped the decision would 


be overturned by late October, allowing 


him to make the race for president of 
Local 299. 


"Nothing is lost," Hoffa said. "We 


lose the battle here, but there is still 
the war. I believe the judge was in er- 
ror." 


He said he hoped Pratfs decision 


would not upset his timetable for a re- 
turn to labor leadership, but he con- 
ceded, "This will make it more diffi- 
cult, no question." 


Hoffa said he could still run for presi- 


dent of the international union as a 
delegate to the 1976 convention if the 
appeal is prolonged but successful. 


Hoffa's attorney argued last month 


that the restriction ordered by Presi- 
dent Nixon in commuting Hoffa's 
prison sentence was illegal. 


But Pratt said Nixon acted within his 


powers in commuting Hoffa's sentence 
in December 1971 on condition that he 
not participate in union affairs. 


Hoffa was convicted of jury tamper- 


ing and mail fraud in 1964 and was 
serving a 13-year sentence at Lewis- 
burg. Pa., when Nixon granted the re- 
stricted order of clemency. 


Pratt said Hoffa could have refused 


the deal Nixon offered and remained in 
prison.

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Our new relations with Egypt 


The know-how and equipment promised to the Egyptians 


by President Nixon on his recent trip for a 600,000 kilowatt 
nuclear power plant is only a small part of the profit Egypt 
expects to gain from its renewed friendship with this coun- 
try. 


A brand new red (and white and blue) carpet is being 


rolled out upon which to greet Americans confidently ex- 
pected to arrive soon, bringing cash and credit, with prom- 
ises of more for investment in a rosy Egyptian future. 


Broad smiles in the direction of American investors were 


made possible this week by the Egyptian government's an- 
nouncement that it is setting up a joint committee with the 
United States to review claims for compensation for expro- 
priated American property. 


The United States and Egypt signed a $39 million agree- 


ment in Washington last week for the supply of nuclear fuel 
for the plant to be built on the Mediterranean coast west of 
Alexandria, which should be in operation in 1980. 


Secretary of the Treasury William E. Simon was in Cairo 


a few days later to firm up arrangements for continued im- 
provements in Cairo-Washington relations resulting from 
Nixon's talks with Egypt's President Anwar Sadat. Show- 
casing Simon's visit was the announcement of Cairo's will- 
ingness to discuss compensation for property involved in 
$7.5 million in U.S. claims dating to 1960 or before. 


The acqusistion of a nuclear power plant, it would seem, 


makes the discussion of those claims a small concession. 
Another announcement during Simon's visit suggests that 
Egypt may well be able soon to pay the claims in their en- 
tirety, with interest, without straining its budget. That was 
the revelation by Simon that Egypt is exploring two oil 
finds in the Suez Canal area (another area recipient of 
American gratuity) with which it hopes to produce up to a 
million barrels of crude oil a day by the same time the nu- 
clear plant is completed. 


There was also mention of excellent prospects for export- 


ing natural gas — all, as Simon noted, offering "really an 
optimistic picture." He added that contracts have been 
signed with 12 oil exploration firms, including some U.S. 
companies, and that the country is already producing about 
200,000 barrels a day, more than enough for its own needs. 


All of this adds up to a large involvement of U.S. capitol 


in Egypt's future and there will no doubt be more. The 
price will be a small one, however, if it returns a friend- 
ship, either real or artificially based on dollars, that could 
help this country as its fuel difficulties continue, and could 
help bring about and assure peace in the Middle East. 


Lawyers and their jobs 


About twenty-five years ago the Wisconsin supreme 


court, entrusted with the responsibility for supervising the 
practice of law, adopted a rule requiring all lawyers to be- 
come members of the association known as the State Bar of 
Wisconsin as a condition to professional practice in the 
courts and elsewhere. There was substantial resistance to 
the plan but it soon evaporated. The idea of public super- 
vision of the conduct of lawyers and the disciplinary re- 
sponsibility of the highest state tribunal has not been se- 
riously disputed for many years. 


Now that corporate body of state-licensed lawyers has be- 


fore it a proposition that many of them will see as a logical 
development flowing from the incorporation of the bar as a 
public entity, but will also perhaps draw some worried crit- 
icism from other members of the profession. 


A committee after extensive review of developments in 


other parts of the country has proposed that the court ex- 
pand its role as overseer and disciplinarian by enacting a 
rule for continuing education by lawyers, and judges, as a 
condition to the right of continued practice. 


A thoughtful and obviously well-researched report of the 


committee relates that such discussions are underway else- 
where in the country and that in several states actual prop- 
ositions are being deliberated. 


The thesis of the study committee appears reasonable on 


its face. Problems of law and society have become infi- 
nitely complex. As in science, medicine and other areas of 
learning, the concept of law that was always flexible has 
become perilously fluid. New specialties are evolving with, 
a frequency never before known. There is nothing to sug- 
gest that such trends will be arrested. 


Implicit in the suggested post-graduate study require- 


ment is that concept of recertification of the practitioner, 
although the tenor of the preliminary report suggests that 
such rules may not be suggested for some time. This is 
properly the affair of the professional lawyers of the state 
and the court that has the responsibility for supervising 
them. But the public as client will doubtless give a nod of 
commendation to the spirit of professional responsibility 
that has brought up the proposition for serious considera- 
tion. 


Continental drift 


The island of Bermuda is drifting slowly—very slowly- 


west. The island of Sao Miguel in the Azores is heading east 
at about the same rate of speed. Why? 


It's all part of something called plate tetonics or, for the 


layman, continental drift. According to the theory, volcanic 
eruptions far beneath the world's oceans send lava up from 
the ocean floor. The islands and the continents don't really 
fall or drift; they are pushed. 


Once South America and Africa may have touched, just 


as their shapes indicate. Once the "subcontinent" of India 
was attached to Africa on its east and perhaps Australia on 
the west. 


It isn't anything for people to get excited or worried 


about. The flight time to Europe isn't likely to get longer. 
Bermuda was indeed perhaps as much as 1,300 miles east 
of its present position now 580 miles off the coast of North 
Carolina. But that was 90 million years ago, even in 
geologic terms quite a long time. 
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Civil service pressing for higher pensions 


MADISON — One of the worst kept secrets in 


state politics is the accumulating pressure for 
ever more costly fringe benefits for the mount- 
ing thousands of state and local civil servants, 
and especially for retirement annuities that are 
less visible and less involved in public affairs 
debate because they are so indifferently under- 
stood. 


There are signs that the mighty civil service 


interest in public affairs, now organized for po- 
litical action as never before, will concentrate 
more purposefully in the future on pensions. 
Historically it has put all of its resources and 
lobbying strength on wages and salaries, ten- 
ure and auxiliary benefits such as vacations, 
insurance fringes, sick leave and paid holidays. 


There is now a greater public awareness of 


the reality that public job categories on the 
whole are more remunerative than many of 
those in the private sector of the economy. 
Such comparisons are readily made by the 
inexpert. 


Less susceptible to understanding by the 


laity is the complex of public officer and em- 
ploye pension systems now functioning, ob- 
viously relating to their complicated and con- 
stantly shifting provisions. In any event, even 
members of the legislature frequently confess 
that they find it difficult to comprehend them 
and the beneficiary groups are not eager to in- 


crease the public enlightenment. 


Yet some generalizations can be made, in- 


cluding the fact that the typical civil servant is 
more generously protected with respect to his 
retirement years than is the typical private en- 
terprise employe. It is also evident that the im- 
pact of the civil servant element of the 
electorate is such that it is difficult for the poli- 
tician who has a normal reluctance to offend at- 
tentive and numerous voter blocs to stand up 
against it. 


The popular vote last spring in favor of a 


change in the state constitution to permit the 
liberalization of pensions after the retirement 
of the beneficiary was a clear signal of what is 
almost surely the most difficult of the fiscal 
problems in sight for the legislature during the 
next few years. The first beneficiaries were 
teachers. But the pressure is not likely to stop 
with them. 


Nor is it likely to be confined to the rank and 


file of civil servants, those whose salaries have 
been average and thus cannot anticipate high 
retirement benefits. 


The other day a convention of county judges, 


according to the accounts of those present, 
spent more time discussing their desire for 
more generous state pensions than they used 
for any other topic. One of the leaders of the 
group with apparent seriousness suggested 


that the magistrates should form a union to 
bargain collectively with the state for higher 
salaries. That, in turn, would assure higher 
pensions. 


The comment came after the judges were 


told that Wisconsin pensions for retired magis- 
trates are lower than in many other states. 


Clyde Sullivan, a sapient fellow who runs the 


state retirement system, offered his view that a 
judicial union would not rouse much citizen 
support and suggested that the judges need a 
lobbying effort. Lobbying has been the secret 
of the succession of generous gains by the pub- 
lic employe interest as a whole, he reminded. 


Such incidents are not likely to get much ap- 


plause from the taxpaying galleries. History 
does not record that any Wisconsin judge was 
ever forcibly recruited for the bench. The aver- 
age citizen is not likely to regard a state pen- 
sion of $905 a month, in addition to Social Secu- 
rity, a penurious annuity after 25 years of 
service, although with respect to salaries for 
the judiciary and those in the upper levels of 
the civil service, the state has been curiously 
niggardly toward the jurists. 


The significance of such incidents remains, 


however. The push for pensions now building 
will exceed anything ever organized on behalf 
of more generous salaries.

UNICEF warns of 
widespread famine

Because of soaring food prices, the 


plight of children in the world's poorest 
countires "may well slip from the 
barely tolerable to the desperate," says 
the executive director of the U.N. Chil- 
drens' Fund. 


UNICEF chief Henry R. Labouisse 


said in a report to the organization's 
executive board that the body might 
need an added $40 million to $50 million 
to offset rising prices. 


Labouisse said UNICEF already ex- 


pects to receive $80 million this year 
and $100 million in 1975 from govern- 
ment contributions, greeting card sales 
and other collections. 


The money is used to help children 


and their mothers in 115 nations, he 
said. 


The U.S. representative on the board, 


Michael N. Scelsi, said his government 
strongly urged the newly-enriched oil 
exporting countries to make "major 
new contributions to UNICEF." 


Labouisse said that "with costs of 


food production and notably fertilizer 
rising sharply, there is the serious 
threat of an increasing number of rec- 
ognized famines and, more generally, 
of a widespread deterioration of nutri- 
tion among young children of lower in- 


come families. 


"In many developing countries, the 


lower income groups have been spend- 
ing approximately 80 per cent of their 
income on food. How can families that 
are not themselves 
food 
producers, 


cope with retail price increases of 20 
percent a year?" 


Labouisse said the countries most ad- 


versely affected have an estimated to- 
tal child population of between 400 mil- 
lion and 500 million. 


The UNICEF board listed the follow- 


ing 25 countries with an estimated 66 
million children as falling into the 
"least developed" category. 


Afghanistan, Bhutan, Botswana, Bur- 


undi, Chad, Dahomey, Ethiopia, 
Guinea, Haiti, Laos, Lesotho, Malawi, 
Maldives, Mali, Nepal, Niger, Rwanda, 
Sikkim, Somalia, Sudan, Uganda, Tan 
zania, Upper Volta, Western samoa anc 
Yemen Arab Republic. 


Other categories which were rated as 


better developed but in almost as bad 
as a plight over food included Bangla- 
desh, Burma, Central African Repub- 
lic, North Vietnam, Cambodia, Sierra 
Leone, Togo, Honduras, India, Pakis- 
tan, Paraguay, Philippines, Senegal, 
Sri Lanka. Their child population totals 
an estimated 409 million. 


Crumbling books a 
problem for collectors 


WASHINGTON - "Books," English 


essayist Joseph Addison wrote, 
"are 


the legacies that a great genius leaves 
to mankind, which are delivered down 
from generation to generation, as 
presents to the posterity of those who 
are yet unborn." 


Works of genius or not, few books 


published today can be handed down 
from generation to generation, the Na- 
tional Geographic Society says. Most 
modern books crumble in a few dec- 
ades. 


The problem of deteriorating paper 


is a serious one for librarians and other 
collectors who watch in dismay as their 
books and other valued documents lit- 
erally turn to dust on the shelves. 


Few Last 50 Years 


Studies show that an estimated 97 


per cent of nonfiction books printed be- 
tween 1900 and 1939 will not last more 
than 50 years. The problem: Wide- 
spread use of modern, inexpensive pa- 
per manufactured in a chemical pro- 
cess creating sulfuric acid that results 
in rapid deterioration. 


"Almost every sheet of paper made 


in the United States since about 1850 is 
eating away at itself at a terrible rate," 
book-restoration expert William J. Bar- 
row of Richmond, Virginia, once noted. 


Mr. Barrow believed thai only 1 per 


cent of the books manufactured in the 
first three decades of this century will 
still be usable by the year 2000. 


More than a million dollars has been 


spent in the last decade by institutions 
such as the Library of Congress and 
the New York Public Library to pre- 
serve withering books and documents. 
Millions more will be spent in coming 
decades. 


Among those seeking solutions is the 


Library of Congress' Preservation Re- 
search Office, which in 1972 began to 
evaluate ways of deacidifying papers 
and possible methods of restoring 
strength to paper already deteriorated. 


If restoration proves successful, Li- 


brary officials say, thousands of vo- 
lumes so brittle that they can't be han- 


dled might be returned to usable 
condition. 


Chemists have had some success in 


developing durable book paper, but 
much remains before economical, long- 
lasting paper can be put into general 
use. 


One answer, developed by the Coun- 


cil on Library Resources and the Bar- 
row Research Laboratory, involves the 
treatment of fibers with calcium carbo- 
nate. Depending on storage conditions 
and temperature, the paper might last 
800 to 2,000 years, the chemists say. 


A possible method of preserving al- 


ready published books and documents 
that might otherwise crumble was sug- 
gested in 1970 by Richard D. Smith, 
then a graduate student at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago. 


Mr. Smith proposed using a water- 


less solution consisting of an organic 
solvent and a deacidifying chemical 
agent. The solution could be brushed or 
sprayed on papers, or entire books 
could be immersed in it. There life 
would be prolonged indefinitely, he 
said. 


The Eastern Mediterranean presents 


a spectacular panorama of political 
vulnerability. Thanks to the easing of 
tension between Russia and the United 
States, the world can probably live 
safely with the soft spot. 


But conditions in the area are far too 


dicy to support the kind of reckless be- 
havior shown by the rulers of Greece in 
the military coup just staged in 
Cyprus. So in the interests of security, 
if nothing else, the United States now 
needs to make clear its hostility to the 
present Greek regime. 


The ramshackle character of govern- 


ment in the region hardly needs under- 
lining. In Greece civilian officials of 
both right and left have been exiled. 
The monarchy has been cast down. 
Senior army officers and most of the 
navy have been purged. 


Power is in the hands of a small 


junta centering around the military 
strongman, Brig. Gen. Demetrios loan- 
nides. In order to build support, Gen. 
loannides has been trying to whip up 
nationalist feelings on disputes with 
Greece's historic enemy, Turkey. Apart 
from fighting over the status of 
Cyprus, the loannides government has 
nursed a grudge against Turkey over 
claims to newly found oil in the Ae- 
gean. 


Turks no better off 


The Turkish regime is not in much 


better shape. The liberal civilian gov- 
ernment of Prime Minister Bulent Ece- 
vit is viewed with grave suspicion by 
the Turkish military. To strengthen his 
rule, Mr. Ecevit has recently ended, 
without formal consultation, the ban on 
growing opium poppies which had been 
worked out with this country in 1971. 
For the same reason he responded ag- 
gressively to the Greek challenge on 
oil. 


Yugoslavia, once a strong point, is 


also visibly under strain. Marshal Tito, 
now 81, has been making provision for 
his succession. In the process he has 
purged many of his country's most 
promising political leaders, and fanned 
anew 
the embers of struggle 


among Yugoslavia's constituent re- 
publics. It is anybody's guess whether 
the various ethnic groups can hold to- 
gether when Tito passes—particularly 
because there is almost certain to be 
some kind of Soviet pressure to pro- 
duce a regime more subservient to 
Moscow. 


The simultaneous weakening of the 


countries around the eastern edge of 
the Mediterranean has evoked memo- 
ries of 1948 when the United States 
stepped in to shore up the area through 
the Greek-Turkish aid program and the 
Marshall Plan. This time, it has been 
clear that there could be no major 
American assistance. 


Still, the outlook was not altogether 


bleak. The Russians, in keeping with 
an apparent interest in maintaining at 
least the appearance of detente with 
the United States, were not making ag- 
gressive moves or noises. Even without 
being strong, the countries of the East- 
ern Mediterranean could perhaps limp 
along without provoking Soviet inter- 
vention. 


Then comes the coup 


Then came the coup in Cyprus last 


Monday. That move against President- 
Archbishop Makarios by the Greek-led 


national guard was an act of naked ag- 
gression. The man set up in place of 
Makarios, Nikos Sampson, is univer- 
sally known as an unprincipled charac- 
ter. He was acting, beyond any doubt, 
as an agent of Athens with the appar- 
ent aim of achieving union between 
Cyprus and Greece, or enosis. 


Enosis, however, would put the fat in 


the fire for the whole area. The Turkish 
minority on Cyprus would be threat- 
ened, and the Turkish government 
would have to move in. War between 
Greece and Turkey would be a distinct 
possibility, and even if the Russians 
wanted to they would have trouble 
staying out. 


The first need in these circumstances 


is to head off any further push to move 
from the coup to enosis. Apparently the 
chief purpose of American diplomacy 
at present is to freeze 'he situation on 
Cyprus in order to prevent a rapid 
deterioration. 


But in the long run a freeze is not 


good enough. The basic fact is that the 
Greek government, by deliberately 
reckless action, is putting into jeop- 
ardy a region critical to international 
security. It is hard to see how any sta- 
bility can be reached in the Ea'stern 
Mediterranean until the Greek junta is 
forced from office. The United States, 
because its complacent attitude toward 
the Colonels has had so much to do 
with their survival, now has a special 
responsibility to divorce itself from the 
wild men in Athens.

Epilepsy sometimes 
inherited, others not 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: My son had a 


seizure right after waking up. His eyes 
gazed straight ahead, saliva ran out his 
mouth. His whole body was twisting 
and turning and his head was banging 
the wall. We could not get through to 
him to stop him from hurting himself. 


Then he just relaxed and fell asleep 


for about half an hour. When we were 
able to wake him, he didn't remember 
anything about what happened, but his 
back hurt and he had bitten his tongue 
and his head hurt. 


We called an ambulance to take him 


to the hospital. After tests, the doctor 
said my son had an epileptic seizure. 
1 couldn't find the word in the diction- 
ary for correct spelling. 


I was shocked because I thought such 


seizures were inherited and you would 
know at birth or when they were young 
children that they had this condition. 


Could you give me any information? 


My son is almost 18. — Mrs. R.N. 


Your letter is a graphic description 


of the "grand mal" type of epilepsy, or 
epileptic seizure. (See why you couldn't 
find it in the dictionary? It starts out 
epi, not ept.) 


Epilepsy is sometimes inherited, 


sometimes not. It sometimes is appar- 
ent in childhood and sometimes not. 


It is called a "convulsive disorder," 


meaning that parts of the brain govern- 
ing muscular action get out of control, 
and the muscles, as a result, go into 
this "twisting and turning." 


In the grip of such a spasm, the 


patient isn't going to hear what you say 
or remember things afterward. There 
is little you can do for him when he has 
an attack and little that you need to do 
or will do any good. He will come out of 
the attack in due time, and will be ex- 
hausted, but that's all. 


So if he has another attack, turn his 


head to one side, loosen his collar if you 
conveniently can, and if he is too close 
to something he may bump against and 
hurt himself, try to move him away 
from it. Do not panic: he'll come out of 
the attack, when he is ready, and there 
is nothing you can do to speed things 
up. 


I said "if he has another attack," be- 


cause with modern medications — 
known as anticonvulsants — it is often 
possible to prevent further attacks, or 
to make them much less frequent and 
severe. 


It sometimes takes a bit of time to 


find the exact combination of drugs 
that will best serve a patient, so I will 
not attempt to suggest exactly which 
medications to use. Rely on the doctor 
who treated your son at the hospital, or 
to some other doctor if he refers you to 
someone else. 


Above all, never panic.

Judge's rulings go against teachers

The Hortonville Education Associ- 


ation was dealt a severe setback Friday 
in its bid to gain a conspiracy trial 
against the Hortonville Joint School 
District. 


The setback came in the form of a 


Manitowoc circuit judge's rulings in a 
four-part action brought by the striking 
HEA teachers against the school board. 


Judge Allan Deehr ruled there was 


no basis for the four actions, as he up- 
held the school board's motion for sum- 
mary judgement against the teachers. 
The rulings were issued in a two-part, 
33-page Statement filed with the Out- 
agamie County clerk of Courts office. 


In the actions, the teachers, who went 


on strike March 18 and were fired April 
2, alleged that they were not afforded 
due process of law in several instances, 
that they were denied equal protection 
of the law as defined by the Wisconsin 
and U.S. constitutions, that the school 
board violated the state's open meeting 
law and that the replacement teachers 
hired by the board were hired in viola- 
tion of state statutes. 


Most of the 88 teachers who initially 


went on strike have not been rehired by 
the Hortonville board. 


"Perhaps the most volitable issue in 


this entire factual setting is the allega- 
tion that the defendants (the school 
board) conspired to deny the plaintiff 
class (the teachers) of due process," 
wrote Deehr. 


"However, this court having found no 


due process violations to exist within 
the context of this motion for summary 
judgment, the court deems it unneces- 
sary to discuss this issue further," he 
added. 


Deehr ruled that as a matter of law, 


the strike did not sever per se the rela- 
tionship of employer-employe between 
the school board and the teachers. 


In addition, he ruled that the teach- 


ers, while engaging in an illegal strike. 


had the right to due process of law, and 
that they did, in fact, receive it. 


Among the due process violations 


claimed by the teachers were 1) that 
the board did not give the teachers suf- 
ficient opportunity to prepare for April 
1 disciplinary hearings before the 
board; 2) that the teachers were not in- 
formed of the evidence used as a basis 
for the subsequent firings of the next 
day, and 3) that the HEA was not prop- 
erly informed in advance of the early 
April hearings and subsequent firings. 


Deehr ruled that while the teachers 


had stated a cause of action in regard 
to due process, "such cause of action is 
factually unsupportable."

Kemps had withheld his ruling pend- 


ing an autopsy for Harry A. Schaefer, 
51, who died more than five hours after 
his pickup truck crashed off County 
Trunk EE in the Town of Oneida. 


There had been a possibility that the 


man suffered a heart attack prior to 
the accident, but the autopsy showed 
that Schaefer died from a variety of 
other injuries, Kemps said. Those in- 
cluded massive internal chest hemor- 
rhaging due to crushing chest injuries, 
a basal skull fracture, torn liver and 
lacerated lung. 


The death was the llth on county 


roads this year, compared with 16 on 
this date one year ago. 


Regarding the denial of equal protec- 


tion, the teachers charged that the 
board had not given them equal treat- 
ment as it did replacement teachers in 
the refilling of teacher positions. Here, 
Deehr ruled that the plaintiffs failed to 
show that the two groups were in like 
circumstances, and that the board en- 
gaged in any unconstitutional practices 
in hiring to fill the teaching vacancies. 


Regarding the violation of the open 


meeting law, the teachers had main- 
tained that the board had not given 
proper notice of the April 2 meeting, at 
which the decision to fire the teachers 
was made. Deehr, however, pointed to 
two of six exceptions stated in the law, 
relieving the board 
from any 


wrongdoing. 


The key exception referred to the 


board's right to a closed session after 
judicial or quasi-judicial proceedings, 
which is what the April 1 hearings en- 
tailed. 


In the fourth action, relating to viola- 


tions of three statutes regarding the 
hiring of replacement teachers by the 
board, Deehr ruled that no factual 
basis existed for the teachers' position. 


Although Deehr ruled against the 


teachers in all four actions, he did 
grant the teachers the opportunity to 
ceplead the second and fourth actions, 
referring to the denial of equal protec- 
tion and the hiring of replacements. 


A single cause of action had been 


brought by the teachers on April 5, but 
was substituted for by the amended, 
four-part action on May 31.

DNR curbs lake chub fishing 


VGRANTSBURG, Wis. (AP) - The 
Wisconsin Natural Resources Board 
voted Friday to make an emergency or- 
der halting issuance of new commer- 
cial fishing licenses for Lake Michigan. 


The decision was made after the 


board learned that the single remain- 
ing species of chub in the lake has 
nearly been eliminated. 


C.W. Threinen said Michigan has al- 


ready limited commerical lake fishing, 
and that as a result some Michigan 
commercial fishermen had obtained 
Wisconsin licenses. Six or seven spe- 
cies of chub once found in Lake Mich- 
igan have now disappeared, he said. 


The DNR board is to consider a ban 


on all commercial chub fishing in the 
lake at its August meeting, and a Great 
Lakes states study report on the chub 
situation is expected to be made in 
about two weeks. 


In other business, the board acted on 


final master plans for two state bicycle 
trails to be built on abandoned railroad 
rights of way, and considered plans for 
three other bike trails. 


Final approval was given for the Tus- 


combia-Park Falls trail and the Heaf- 
ford Junction-Minocqua trail, and in 
each case acerage in the project was in- 
creased. 


The board approved purchase of 108 


acres near Park Falls for a trail there, 
and decided to study a 101-mile strip of 
track between Dane and Grant counties 
and a 43-mile stretch between Fort At- 
kinson and Evansville for possible use 
as bike trails. 


North Western Railway has said it 


plans to seek abandonment of routes 
along both lines. 


The DNR Board also: 
-Approved a study on the feasibility 


of buying Pine Ledges, an 821-acre 
area in Door County. 


—Approved a resolution of necessity 


for condemnation of 18 acres along the 
Wolf River near White Lake in Lang- 
lade County. The DNR said it had been 
unable to negotiate for purchase with 
the owner. 


—Accepted a gift of five historical 


buildings from the city of Green Bay 
for the new Heritage Hill State Park. 


GRANTSBURG, Wis. (AP) - A 


member of the state's Natural Re- 
sources Board complained Friday that 
a vacation in the Department of Admin- 
istration will cost the state time and 
money in the purchase of land. 


Roger Minahan of Milwaukee, chair- 


man of the board's Land and Resources 


Committee, said the board last month 
approved purchase of 18 parcels of land 
in Chippewa County for the Chippewa 
Moraine Ice Age Reserve. 


The purchase agreements were certi- 


fied by the Department of Adminis- 
tration June 24, he said, but on July 16 
the DNR was notified that the depart- 
ment had approved only seven of the 
purchases and wanted more informa- 
tion on the others. 


Since then, options on six of the 11 


properties have expired, he said, and 
new agreements will have to be nego- 
tiated with all 11 property owners, 
probably at higher prices. 


DNR spokesmen said the delay was 


caused by the absence on vacation of a 
Department of Administration official. 
In his absence, they said, no one else in 
the department was willing to take re- 
sponsibility for the decision. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A new analy- 


sis by the Agriculture Department 
shows cattle feeding expenses dropped 
sharply during the second quarter of 
the year but that producers still lost 
money on their operations. 


The estimated cost of producing a 


1,050-pound steer in the Corn Belt aver- 
aged about $477 during April-June, 
down from nearly $537 during the first 
three months, the department's Eco- 
nomic Research Service said Monday. 


Although feed costs eased some most 


of the over-all drop was because feeder 
stock cost less, the report showed. Dur- 
ing the second quarter, it said, a 600- 
pound feeder steer cost less than $239 
compared with more than $292 in the 
first quarter. 


But the report, included in a new 


livestock and meat situation study, 
said the figures were based solely on 
what various items cost during the 
three months and "do not necessarily 
concide" with experiences of individual 
producers. 


For example, feeder cattle or grain 


might have been bought earlier than 
April-June at higher prices but still 
utilized during the three-month period. 
Many other variations also are pos- 
sible, meaning that the quarterly fig- 
ures are mainly for comparing how 
costs stack up from time to time. 


Even so, the report indicated, a pro- 


ducer would have had to receive $39.98 
per 100 pounds for a 1,050-pound steer 
to recover what he paid for the animal 
as a feeder and for what the steer con- 
sumed in feed. 


If all other costs of production were 


considered 
—including labor, trans- 


portation, veterinary services and al- 
lowances for management - the April- 
June steer would have had to bring 
$44.67 per 100 pounds, compared with 
$51.13 break-even selling price in the 
first quarter. 


As it turned out, choice steers at 


Omaha sold for slaughter at an average 
of $39.55 per hundredweight during the 
AprilJune quarter. The first-quarter 
Omaha market average was $45.40 per

The Potato Industry Act, a self-help 


program for state growers recently 
passed by the state legislature, will 
provide for funding and development of 
programs in potato research, promo- 
tion and education. The assessment to 
be levied is not to exceed one cent per 
hundredweight on all potatoes grown in 
the state and sold in commercial trade 
channels. Producers growing less than 
five acres of potatoes are exempt.
